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It is while the process of beating is being con- 
ducted that the various loading, sizing and color- 
ing agents intended to be incorporated into it are 
added to the pulp. To these various ingredients 
we must now devote some attention. 

The practice as to the order or rotation in 
which the various agents are added differs quite 
as much as do the methods of preparing the 
materials, and the proportions and mixtures used. 
It is customary, however, to add the loading 
agents first, and I am clearly of opinion that it 
is the correct course to follow. China clay or 
kaolin is the loading agent most abundantly 
used, and while it is certainly-not equal to “ pearl 
hardening” or precipitated sulphate of lime, 
either in purity or brightness, it is in some re- 
spects more suitable for the purpose. It is of a 
more adhesive nature, and the particles, when 
viewed by the microscope, show a roughness of 
surface which no doubt enables the fibre to lay 
hold of and retain them better than the particles 
of near] hardening, which are of smoother exte- 
rior. China clay is also specifically hghter, and 
consequently, not so liable to settle out or go 
through the wire of the machine, and it has the 
further advantage of being cheaper than the 
rival agent. The great bulk of these mineral 
matters is added to the pulp to reduce the cost of 
the paper; their cheapness is consequently an 
important consideration. 

The clay having been added to the pulp in the 
engine, whatever coloring matter may be re- 
quired should now be introduced. It is impossible 
for us to go into a detailed description of the 
various coloring matters used at the paper mill, 
but I may point out that they are divisible into 
two classes—those which are in solution, like the 
aniline colors, and those which are insoluble, or 
in powder, like ultramarine and Venetian red. 
The former class dye the fibre, while the latter 
coat the surface only. Whatever be the nature 
of the coloring matter, it should be added to the 
pulp before the size, so that it may be quite free 
to impregnate or coat the fibre, as the case may 
be. When the size has been added the fibres are 
in a manner protected from the direct contact 
of anything that may be afterwards added. 
Almost all fine papers, including those intended 
to be quite white, have a certain amount of color- 
ing matter added to them, and it is a matter of 
great nicety hitting the exact shade or tone that 
may be required. This is especially difficult in 
gaslight, and, to meet the difficulty, recourse has 
been had to the magnesium light, which has 
proved of some service. I can scarcely omit re- 
ferring to ultramarine, which is, perhaps, the 
agent most widely used by the paper-maker for 
giving tone as well as color to his papers. It is 
a somewhat complex chemical compound, occur- 
ing in an impure state in nature. Until Gmelin 
succeeded in producing it artificially, the mine- 
ral, freed from its grosser impurities, was our 
only source of supply. It is now produced arti- 
ficially in very large quantities, but is somewhat 
expensive and liable to adulteration. 

Besides the small quantity of farina referred 
to as being sometimes mixed with the clay, a 
much larger quantity is put into many printing 
and writing papers. Farina is a starch, and on 
being heated up with water it swells and becomes 
gelatinous, and when added to the pulp in this 
state it no doubt acts as a sort of cement, as well 
as helping to fill up the insterstices among the 
fibres. Undissolved starch is also sometimes put 
into the engine, in the belief that, as the wet 
paper passes over the drying cylinders of the 
machine, it is heated sufficiently to cause the 
starch to swell, and thus help to improve the tex- 
ture of the web, making it closer and smoother. 
I very much doubt that this effect really does 
take place. That starch so added does exercise a 
sizing effect upon paper not otherwise sized we 
have ample evidence, and this would lead one to 
infer that the heat had actually produeed the 
effect which we have questioned; at no stage of 
its journey, however, does the paper attain the 
temperature which is regarded as requisite to 
swell starch. 

The engine is now ready to receive its comple- 
ment of size. Writings that are intended to be 
tub or surface-sized are not usually sized in the 
engine, but all other writing and printing papers 
are. The size used in the engine is essentially a 
resinate of alumina, although doubts have been 
expressed as to the resin and alumina really being 
chemically companionized ; indeed, some authori- 
ties assert that the two agents are but mechani- 
cally united. Though this is a point of some 
interest to the chemist it does not very much 
concern the practical paper-maker. The sizing 
compound, whatever be its precise nature, is 
produced by adding a solution of alum or sul- 





phate of alumina toa solution of resinate of soda. 
The reaction between the substances is simple, 
the sulphuric acid of the alum combines with the 
soda of the resin compound, producing sulphate 
of soda, while the alumina and resin are precipi- 
tated together. The reaction I have described 
takes place in practice in the engine. The resin- 
ate of soda, or resin soap, is added first, and 
thoroughly incorporated with the pulp, the alum 
solution being added just before the beating is 
completed. 

We are now in a position to consider what the 
effect of leaving free acid and chlorine in the 
half stuff would be when the resinate of soda is 
introduced. The chlorine would at once seize the 
soda and liberate the resin quite uncombined. In 
the free state resin is not a friend of the paper- 
maker, and there can be no doubt that when 
liberated in the way indicated it is calculated to 
impair the character of the paper produced to a 
serious extent. Only the other day, a writer in 
a German journal points out that free resin is as 
good a sizing agent as resin alumina, if only it 
be precipitated in a milky condition. How the 
paper-maker is to insure this result the writer 
does not point out, and I am unfortunately un- 
able to throw any light on the subject. 

Acid pulp that is not sized in the engine, must, 
of course, cut up the strainer plates and wire of 
the machine, and I have observed that the bars 
both of the roll and bed-plate of the engine are 
seriously affected from the same cause, as well as 
from the use of too much alum or acid sulphate 
of alumina. This is especially noticeable when 
the bed-plate bars are separated from each other 
by layers of zinc, and is, no doubt, attributable 
to galvanic action. As a rule the loading or 
coloring matters have no neutralizing effect. 
Washing the bleached half stuff, or alternatively 
neutralization of the free acid by means of some 
chemical agent, must, therefore, be regarded as 
important if not essential. 

With the nature and valuation of the various 
chemicals involved in the sizing process I shall 
deal in the fifth lecture; meantime we must in- 
quire into the preparation of the resin soda com- 
pound. Surprise has sometimes been expressed 
that caustic soda has not been found the best 
agent with which to treat the resin in the prepa- 
ration of resin soap or resinate of soda. The 
explanation seems to be that the action of caustic 
soda is too violent, the soap produced being essen- 
tially different in its nature from that produced 
by the milder carbonated alkali, and not so 
readily decomposed by the alumina compound. 
Crystal soda is no doubt the purest agent that 
can be used for the preparation of size, but good 
soda ash is quite suitable and cheaper. Every 
maker has his own formula for the making of 
resin soap. The vessel in which the substance is 
to be prepared should be metal, preferably heated 
by means of a steam jacket, although in most 
cases the steam is introduced into the mixture 
itself. The ash or crystal soda should be dissolved 
in as small a proportion of water as convenient, 
and, when boiling, the powdered resin will be 
gradually added until the requisite quantity has 
been got in. The whole will then be. frequently 
stirred, and maintained at the boiling point until 
the resin is completely in union with the soda. 
The proportion used may be about two of resin 
to one of soda crystals, and four to one of good 
ash. The time occupied may vary from one hour 
to six hours. What has to be aimed at is the 
complete absorption of the resin by the soda, so 
that none of the former will be left free in the 
soap. Excess of soda will do no harm, while 
excess of resin will show itself in the form of 
specks on the paper. It is consequently safe to 
err on the side of an excess of soda rather than 
risk having any free resin in the soap. To test 
whether the soap has been properly prepared, a 
sample may be drawn and dropped into a basin 
of cold water, when it should dissolve readily 
and completely on being agitated, and if this is 
done by the hand, the presence of free resin, if 
any, will be shown by the adhesion of the parti- 
cles to the hair on the back of the hand. If on 
applying this test some of the resin be found to 
be uncombined, and further boiling fails to rec- 
tify this, more soda must be added. The resin 
soap is measured into the engine through a wire 
cloth strainer in the proportion which is found 
suitable for the class of paper being manufact- 
ured. Experience, coupled with a knowledge of 
the precise nature of the materials used, and the 
reactions which result from their application, can 
alone determine the quantity which it is requisite 
or desirable to use. 

The fibres in the engine having been beaten out 
to the required fineness, and the requisite loading, 
coloring, and sizing agents added, the contents of 
the engine are discharged into the stuff chests or 
vats in the machine house, where we must, for 
the present, leave the pulp. 

Before concluding this lecture, however, I must 
not omit referring to the important subject of 
mixing or blending. Many of our vegetable and 
woody fibres are ill suited of themselves to make 





strong papers. Esparto, straw, and wood fibre 
are frequently mixed in various proportions with 
longer and stronger fibres—from five to fifteen 
per cent. of linen or hemp for example. In the 
production of tine writing papers the mixing of 
linen and cotton is also largely practiced; and 
indeed there is no end to the variety of mixtures 
used for the production of the various classes of 
paper. 

I must also make brief reference to the fact 
that, besides the beating engine I have described, 
several other machines for the same purpose 
have been devised. Perhaps the most worthy of 
notice is the disk engine, which is, we believe, 
doing fairly good work in several mills in this 
country, and more largely in America. There 
are various forms of this machine, but the essen- 
tial features of them all are that the work of 
pulping is accomplished by moving disks, rotating 
rapidly in close proximity to stationary ones, 
both being grooved, or supplied with knives or 
cutting edges, and that the stuff is fed in and 
discharged in a constant stream. We have not 
had the opportunity of examining these machines, 
and cannot, therefore, speak confidently as to 
their capabilities, but those who have them at 
work speak favorably of them.

Machine for Reducing Wood to Pulp. 





The accompanying iJlustrations show the de- 
sign of a new machine for grinding wood pulp, 
patented by William J. Baxendale and David 
Barry, of Rochester, N. Y.

Fig. 1 is a vertical cross-section, and Fig. 2 isa 
diagram, showing the operation of the grinding- 
cylinders and feed-rollers. In this machine two 
cylindrical grinding-stones of even diameter, lo- 
cated one over the other and running in the same 
direction, are used, by which means, at the point 
of contact, the grinding is produced in opposite 
directions. 

The invention consists in the combination, 
with two such grinding-stones, of two sets of 
feed-rollers and two sets of plates, located on op- 
posite sides of the grinding-stones, by which 
means the action is balanced and the two pieces 
of wood are ground toward each other, thereby 
preventing the passage of slivers and small pieces 
of waste, and grinding all the wood without any 
leavings. 

A represents a frame, of any suitable con- 
struction. Bis a tank within the frame, to re- 
ceive the pulp. C C are the two grinding-stones, 
resting one above the other, so that they shall 
come in close contact. These stones are true 
cylinders of even diameter their whole length, 
and they turn in the same direction, as indicated 
by the arrows in Fig. 2. By this means, at the 
point of contact, their surfaces move in opposite 
directions, and the grinding action on the upper 
and lower surfaces of the wood is also in oppo- 
site directions. The wood being fed in is of 
wedge form its whole length, and this grinding 
action in opposite directions upon its surface 
prevents the slivering and splitting of the wood 
that would occur if the stones ground toward 
each other, drawing the wood between them, 
while, at the same time, the stones act upon a 
long surface of the wood and grind the same so 
as not to break up and injure the fibres. The 
journals of the stones rest in boxes which are 
adjustable, so that the surfaces of the stones 
may be trued one to the other, 


Combined with these stones is the following 
arrangement: D D and D’ D’ are two pairs of 
feed-rollers, arranged on opposite sides of, and at 
some distance from, the grinding-stones. They 
are located at such distance apart as to receive 
the pieces of wood between them and feed them 
up to the angle of the stones, as shown in Fig. 2. 
They may be gauged by suitable adjusting or 
frictional devices to produce the necessary pres- 
sure upon the wood to prevent feeding in too 
fast. 

E E and E’ E’ are two pairs of plates or rests, 
also arranged on opposite sides of the grinding- 
stones, and occupying the space between the roll- 
ers and the grinding-stones. The plates of each 
pair are situated at such a distance apart as to 
form a passage for the wood from the feed-roll- 
ers to the stones without binding, and the lower 
plates are formed with holes, b b, to allow pas- 
sage of the pulp from the grinding-stones to the 
tank B. These plates are arranged to be ad- 
justed forward and back to meet the stones as 
they are adjusted, as before described. 

By the arrangement above described, the two 
pieces of wood are fed in from oppusite sides 
toward each other into the two angles of the 
stones, and ground down to a fine edge, and, as 
one piece follows another, there is no waste or 
leavings, but the whole is ground into pulp. If 
slivers or small pieces of waste*pass through the 
stones, they are stopped by the piece of wood 
being ground on the opposite side, and held till 
thoroughly ground up. 

In addition to the above, the form of the 
stones is such as to grind on an extended surface 
and at right angles to the length of the grain, so 
that the fibre will be drawn from the wood with- 
out breaking it too finely. 

The claims of the inventors comprise: 1. In 
a machine for grinding wood pulp, the combi- 
nation, with the two cylindrical grinding-stones 
C C, placed one over the other and running in 
the same direction, of the two sets of feed-roll- 
ers D D and D’ D’, and the two sets of plates E 
E and E’ E’, located on opposite sides of the 
stones, and arranged to feed two pieces of wood 
into the opposite angles of the stones. 

2. In a machine for grinding wood pulp, the 
ec mbination, with the grin ling-stones C C and a 
tank, B, below the stones, of the plates E E’, 
provided with perforations b b, for discharging 
the pulp from the stones into the tank without 


interfering with the feeding of the blocks inward. 
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Natural Detection. 


It isa familiar fact that in certain regions, 
especially where the geological formation is 
limestone, rivers sometimes disappear in the 
earth, and either are entirely lost or “turn up 
again ” at a point more or less distant. In other 
instances two streams are known or supposed to 
have a subterranean connection. The Danube 
in the upper part of its course loses a good part 
of its water through fissures in its limestone bed, 
and it has been suspected that the missing fluid 
goes to sweil the current of the Aach,a river 
about ten miles distant, which flows into Lake 
Constance. Certain manufacturers on the 
Danube having blocked up the leaks in its chan- 
nel, the mill-owners on the Aach complained 
that their supply of water was interfered with, 
and the Baden government set to work to ascer- 
tain whether the two rivers were really con- 
nected. Herr Knop, professor of chemistry in 
the Polytechnic School at Carlsrhue, was called 
upon to investigate the matter. He decided to 
use salt for the purpose, and put about ten tons 
of it into the Danube at the leaky place, while an 
observer at the source of the Aach collected 
hourly for several days bottles of water for ex- 
amination. Salt was easily detected in this 
water, but to make assurance doubly sure an- 
other test, suggested by a French engineer, was 
employed. Fluoresceine is a new dye manufact- 
ured at Basle, one part of which dissolved in 
twenty million parts of water is distinctly per- 
ceptible. About fifteen gallons of a strong solu- 
tion of this dye was poured into one of the 
cracks in the bed of the Danube, and on the third 
day following the observers stationed at the 
source of the Aach perceived the coloration of 
the water. The fluoresceine had taken about 
sixty hours to perform its underground journey. 
The Aach became of a beautiful and intense 
green, which deepened during a whole day, much 
to the surprise and bewilderment of the inhabit- 
ants, who would not allow their cattle to drink 
of the water for fear of poison. It was thirty- 
six hours before the color had entirely disap- 
peared, though the average flow of the stream is 
estimated at some fifteen hundred gallons per 
second, A geological as well as an industrial dis- 
pute was thus finally settled by a simple chemi- 
cal experiment. 
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The late rains have given an abundance of 
power to the mills, and in some places the water 
is so high as to preclude running.

We are verily in the midst of summer—just 
for a few days, I suppose. It is quite hot, and 
office windows are open! Last week fires were 
all the rage. Such variations of the outer 
world tend to cause a little excitement in the 
one area of conversation. After talking about 
Russia, Turkey, the English fleet, Lord Derby, 
torpedoes, Gladstone, British interests, Austria, 
Ignatieff, circular notes, diplomacy, reserve 
forces, war, peace, and all that kind of talk, it 
is a relief to hear everybody saying what the 
weather is. In no sense whatever is “ the situ- 
ation” altered. You know what I mean by 
‘the situation ;” I don’t want to describe it; the 
mention of it produces about the same feelings 
as the Horace Greeley yarn did upon Mark 
Twain. Business has in no case changed either. 

We are still growling, grumbling and snarling. 
Since last week the only change worthy of note 
is the Budget, by which we have experienced an 
additional 2d. per pound income-tax, and 4d. per 
pound tobacco duty. If you could understand the 
howlings of the ‘‘other” party at the latter tax, 
you would also understand what terrible smokers 
our Christian politicians are. I always had an 
idea they were allsmoke! A short time ago they 
were turned out of office for closing the public 
houses, and “depriving the poor man of his 
beer.” Now, this Government will be catching 
it for “‘ depriving the poor man of his ’ baccy.’” 
Such is life! As for the paper trade it is essen- 
tially bad. To give you an idea of how things 
are going here, I will mention one contract 
which was closed about twelve days ago. I 
don’t think you have anything worse than this. 
A gentleman told me—a paper-maker—that his 
firm had just closed an order for £3,500 worth 
of paper. The total profits on that order were 
£40. This is little more than one per cent, 
This is a tolerably correct index of how we are 
going on, and shows that the paper trade is not 
an inviting investment for capital. But I be- 
lieve there are some firms who are making paper 
at a dead loss. I saw avery well-known paper- 
maker—indeed, I suppose, the first manufacturer 
of our day—who said he did not know what 
would become of our trade if prices did not go 
up. He expressed his firm conviction that we 
shall see lower prices yet, and see common news 
selling for scmething like 244d. And I should 
not be surprised. I hear that already two of 
our London dailies are being supplied at 3d., with 
a good discount off. When we deduct discount 
and carriage, it will put the paper in at 25s. per 
ewt., a price which is perfect ruin. There is an 
ancient ditty, which says: ‘*We don’t know 
how they do it, but they do.” I will ask your 
readers to kindly accept this as a proper expla- 
nation of the English paper trade, now. 

Ihave received a few letters this week describ- 
ing trade in various parts and I proceed to give 
youa summary of the information. 

In France paper is not so bad this year as it 
was last year, prices are improving and the de- 
mands are larger. Under the Republic the 
schools are more frequented and next month the 
penny postage will be introduced. Both of these 
facts will increase the consumption of paper, 
Indeed one French paper-maker says he could al- 
ready see the benefit of these changes. 

In Germany trade is ‘“abominably bad,” so 
writes my authority. Every week sees one or 
two failures of paper-makers, Mills are being 
sold for the price of old iron. 

In Italy since Christmas six mills containing 15 
paper machines have closed. 

In Spain there are ten paper machines, all at 
work, fortunately, and have been constantly run- 
ning for a year. 

In Russia “ trade very bad.” Many failures 
also, 

In Sweden nearly all the wood stuff mills have 
shut. I heard some time ago that trade was 
very bad there, and it was only a question of 
time for their closing many of their works. The 
information was perfe¢tly correct. The Rosend- 
hals Co., Gothenburg, wants a new director. 

Such is the epitome of my news from the 
Continent, and as I know the items to have been 
collected personally on a tour, your readers may 
depend upon their correctness. 

A correspondent mistakes me when he thinks 
that I advocate the high pressure system of boil- 
ing. He writes ‘‘I was very much interested in 
reading the very interesting letter that you sent 
to THE JOURNAL in the copy of March 30, just 
to hand to-day.* * * It is a wrong opinion of you 
to think that a high pressure is needed for straw. 
With a high pressure you spoil the fibre.” In 
my March 30 letter I certainly reckoned the high 
pressure steam used by every one of our paper 
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makers as part of the expense attached to straw. 
My correspondent says he is buying straw at 55s 
to 40s. per ton (in France), and wonders why we 
don’t import it. We do. 
is diminishing every year, straw is growing.” I | 
quite agree with Mr. Hector Lahousse—my cor- 
respondent—in this matter, about this item. But | 
here we cannot grow sufficient straw for fuod, 
fodder and fibre. If Mr. Lahousse can supply ’ 
good straw stuff dry at anything like the figures 
he gives me I think he can do a fine trade here. 

I have often expressed my ideas on the proper 
boiling of fibres. There is no question that low |

pressure boiling is the rightsystem. And I think | 
that a slow rotary motion is better than either a | 
Too quick a | 


quick motion or no motion at all. 
rotary motion breaks the fibres, while a fixed 
boiler is apt to boil unevenly. I don’t say it does 
asarule, but I have known cases where it has 
actually done so. The heavier the lve becomes 
as it dissolves the resinous matters from the fibre 
80 increases its tendency to keep to the bottom 
of the boiler. A slow rotary movement obvi- 
ates both these disadvantages, and again proves 
“the happy mean.” 


The necessity of using high pressure is my | 


strongest reason for disbelieving in wood as a 


fibre. The severe treatment the boiling inflicts | 


kills the fibre to a great extent. Wood fibre is 
considered too short and too weak by our trade, 
and I am rather inclined to agree with this view, 


although I have seen some very good samples of | 


chemical wood pulp. I received from Mr. W. W. 


Jeffers, of Glen’s Falls, New York, some samples | 


of wood prepared for paper pulp, and some wood 
pulp prepared by one grinding with mill stones. 
I am obliged to Mr. Jeffers for sending me 
samples of your manufactures, but in justice I 
am bound to say that I have seen, at any rate,

Philadelpnia Notes. 


(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


PHILADELPHIA, May 2, 1878. 

May opens with a more cheerful and buoyant 
feeling expressed, but without material change 
in the market. The condition of trade is better, 
more from the fact that confidence respecting 
the future is strengthened by the outlook rather 
than tbat the demand has materially increased, 
and that more goods are sold accordingly. The 
improved condition of our national finances, 
largely brought about by the action of business 
people, and without regard to legislation, cannot 
fail to be productive of good results. The agita- 
tion in Congress of measures, whichever way 
they may eventually be decided, tends only to 
unsettle values, and interferes with large trans- 
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actions, and are more to be dreaded than decided 
action or non-interference. Trade cannot afford 
to stand still, and a _ certain amount 
of activity is as essential as life itself. 
Our manufacturers are in many instances 
compelled by force of circumstances to suc- 
cumb and make a further reduction in prices 
to keep their goods in market, and their course 
is perfectly justifiable, but too often concessions 
are offered and prices quoted, the only effect of 
which is to compel others to stil! further reduce, 
and the sale is no greater and the profits so de- 
creased that no object is gained. 

There is really no new feature in trade to re- 
port this week. Paper and rag stock has de- 
clined somewhat and chemicals are not selling 
largely on account of the low rates offered in 
Boston. Manufacturers only buy what they re- 
quire and as they require, and are accommo- 
dated with what they want at the lowest possi- 
ble figure. Eventually their trade will fall into 
the hands of a few who will govern the market 
accordingly, which means get better prices than 
present competition will allow.

Altering Safety Checks, 





New Duruam, N. J., May 1, 1878. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

There is an old adage, the ‘‘ truth, like murder, 
will come out at last,” and my statements that 
the National Safety paper was really worthless, 
have now been proved true by the cleverest rais- 
ing of checks on record having been performed 
on that paper. My attention was called on Sat- 
urday last to the following extract from the New 
York Times of the 25th inst. : 

Rarsinc CHecks on Sarety Paper.—An Attempt 
to Swindle the Long Island Bank Frustrated—The 
well-dressed man of

count. He said his name was Julius Arnheim, and

The deposit 
was received. He subsequently made four other de- 
posits, but drew against them almost as soon as the 
money was placed in the bank.

and deposited a check for $4,400. This check, which 
was on the Phenix Bank of New York, drawn by 


| Hatch & Foote to the order of Morris Connell, and 


indorsed by Julius Arnheim, was not sent to New 
York by the Long Island Bank with its regular ex- 
changes. A messenger was sent to Hatch & Foote, 
however, and it was learned that the check had been 
raised from $s to $4,400. Yesterday morning, 
Fischer, Arnheim's clerk, called at the Long Island 
Bank and presented a check for $1,825, drawn by 
Arnheim and payable to Fischer's order. Fischer 
was at once arrested. He said he knew nothing of 
any attempt at fraud, and that he had been hired by 
Arnheim at an intelligence office a short time ago. 
Officers Corwin and Folk, who made the arrest, went 
to New York in search of the principle. Information 


was received from Hatch & Foote yesterday after- | 


noon that they had just received another raised 
check. The checks are engraved on the patent safety 
paper made by the New York Bank Note Company. 
I caused inquiry to be made immediately of 
Messrs. Hatch & Foote themselves as to whose 
safety paper it was that had beenaltered. I find 
that it wasa check of theirs printed by Asa L.

insure safety. This was certainly a very lame 
excuse to evade the payment of the reward, as a 
good blue ink is about the most difficult to take 
out neatly. 

Campbell, Hall & Co. have not yet accepted 
my challenge in your paper of last December to 
test before any disinterested bankers the merits 
of safety papers, but there is certainly no use 
now for such a test.

The Tariff. 


To the Editor of The Journal : 

We seem to hear only little of late from the 
protectionists in regard to the new tariff bill, 
which, from all indications, is likely to soon 
become a law, although in a somewhat modified 
form from the original report. 

While I do not propose to occupy your 
columns solely for the purpose of discussing 
the advantages of free trade, as against a pro- 
tective tariff, I would like to call the atten- 
tion of your readers, and particularly those 
who have argued so persistently against any re- 
duction in the present duties, to the summary 
of imports and exports of the United States for 
the month of February. The statement is re- 
markable in nearly every feature. The net im- 
ports of foreign merchandise during February 
amounted to no more, in round numbers, than 
$31,000,000, a decrease of more than $2,000,000 
from the corresponding month of one year ago. 
On the other hand the gold value of the domes- 
tic exports stood at $65,000,000, an increase of 
over $14,000,000, or more than twenty-eight per 
cent. upon the exports for the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1877. Thus the excess in the value of ex- 
ports amounted to $33,000,000, against an excess 
of $16,000,000 one year back. I present this 
statement because it offers the strongest kind of 
evidence in favor of untrammeled commerce. 

The February statement of imports and ex- 
ports is a solid argument in favor of free trade. 
Some “ protectionists” may claim that this is 
due to the rapid increase in the foreign demand 
for our manufactured goods. In fact, this is the 
burden of the protectionists’ song, but what are 
the facts as shown in the report taken from the 
Bureau of Statistics for the last fiscal year? The 
entire augmentation is accounted for by six ar- 
ticles, which, practically, whatever the law says, 
are untouched by the fetters of the tariff, as fol-
